W a s h in g T ex, A ug. 
14— The tariff 
b ill xviii not go to the president until 
W ednesday afternoon. 
It is being en­ 
rolled and carefully com pared to-day, 
and will receive the signatures of the 
vice president aud the speaker to ­ 
morrow. 
It is not th o u g h t the pres'- 
deLt will sign it, although g reat pres­ 
sure will be brought to bear on him by 
leading dem ocrats to do so. It is a rare 
sight a t the natief ial capital to have a 
n ig h t session of li e house of repre­ 
sentatives in August, but, after the 
passage bf the I /riff bill yesterday, 
such a course bt came a necessity to 
carry out the prr igram of the demo­ 
crats. 
Ju st as fast as the clerks a t 
th e desk could rf ad the bills they were 
rushed through, iree iron being the 
first. 
On th ii proposition the yeas 
w ere 103 and the nays 102. 
A fter iron 
w as out of the way coal was taken up 
a n d a yea and nay vote resulted in 160 
for and 104 ag a in st 
Barbed wire, 
w hich 
was 
the 
th ird 
article 
•considered, 
evidently 
did 
not 
have 
as 
m any 
friends 
as 
th e 
other schedules, for the vote on free 
barbed wire resulted in yeas, IST; 
nays. 84. 
H alf an hour was allow ed 
for debate on each of these bills, 
C hairm an W ilson and Mr. Reed each 
being allo tted fifteen m inutes to par­ 
cel out as they m ight see fit 
S ugar was reserved for the final 
struggle. 
I t w as j0 o’clock in the 
evening w hen the last of the Louisi­ 
anans raised his voice in favor of a 
bounty for his people, Mr. B oatner 
being the orator who spoke for the 
producers of sugar cane. 
T hen 
a 
m otion was made for a yea and nay 
vote on free sugar. 
U nder the guid­ 
ance of th e ir leader not one of the re­ 
publicans present .voted against the 
bill, and the vote on the final passage 
w as 267 yeas and ll nays. 
A fter th e announcem ent of this 
vote Mr. McMillin of Tennessee was 
recognized to move an adjournm ent of 
the house u n til W ednesday, and there 
w as not a dissenting voice to his sug­ 
gestion. 
Mr. W ilson offered the first of the 
separate free list bills, in accordance 
w ith the resolution adopted 
by the 
caucus. 
It provided for the free ad­ 
mission upon its passage of bitum inous 
coal, shale, slack, and coke. 
Mr. 
Grosvenor 
(Rep., 
O.) occupied five 
m inutes. 
T hen Mr. Payne (Rep., 
N. 
Y.) spoke. 
Q uestion recurred on the 
passage of the bilL 
The vote by tell­ 
ers showed 78 for and 47 against. 
Mr. 
Reed raised the point of no quorum, 
and Mr. W ilson dem anded a yea and 
nay vote. 
The free coal bill was 
passed, yeas, 160; nays, 104; answ ering 
present, 
I. 
T w enty-one dem ocrats 
voted against th e bill. 
Mr. W ilson 
th en said he was directed by the dem o­ 
cratic caucus to present the bill plac­ 
in g iron ore on the free list. 
Mr. B lair (rep., N. II.,) dem anded 
th a t Mr. 
W ilson give the nam es of 
such republican senators as had re­ 
linquished opposition to the tariff bill 
on condition th a t th eir interests in 
th e bill w ere looked after. 
Mr. Wil­ 
son said th a t he had heard the charge, 
b u t could give no names. 
R epresentative Cannon (rep., 111.,) 
spoke against the bill, the dem ocrats 
n o t claim ing th eir time. 
As soon as 
he concluded the bill was passed. 
Mr. Wilson next presented the bill 
for free barbed wire. 
Mr. R jed asked 
Mr. W ilson w hat the barbed wire rate 
w as in the W ilson bill, and the a n ­ 
sw er being 35 per cent, 
Mr. 
Reed 
spoke with sarcasm of the sudden 
transform ation in the tariff. 
Mr. Wilson replied w ith spirit th a t 
he would not answ er Mr. Reed’s scold­ 
ings. 
Mr. Hopkins (rep., IIL) and Mr. 
G ear (rep., Iowa) spoke against the 
bill and Coombes (dem., N. Y.) for i t 
Mr. B ryan (dem., Neb.) spoke vigor­ 
ously for the bill am id much confu­ 
sion and interruption. 
Mr. Pence (pop., Colo.) said the 
barbed w ire tru st m ight suffer from 
th e bill, b u t the American people 
w ould gain. 
His rem arks brought 
o u t a sharp controversy w ith Repre­ 
sentative Boutelle. 
The vote to place barbed w ire on 
th e free list was, 
Yeas, 187; nays, 84. 
The 
follow ing 
dem ocrats 
voted 
ag ain st free barbed wire: Graham (N. 
Y.), 
Reilly 
(Pa.), 
Sperry 
(Conn.), 
Stevens (Mass.). 
R epublicans voting for 
it were:

(IIL), Lucas (S. D ), D oolittle (Wash.). 
Mr. H augen of W isconsin was the 
only republican voting for free coal. 
Mr. Springer (d em ., HL) began the 
discussion of sugar am id g reat con­ 
fusion, claim ing in refu ta tio n of the 
statem en t th a t the senate bill gave 
the tru st g reater protection th an the 
M cKinley law th a t the tru s t had re­ 
ceived nearly 678,000,000 du rin g the 
three years and three m onths the Mc­ 
Kinley law had been in operation. 
Mr. Price (dem., La ) said he would 
ask for consideration a t this la te day 
for 200,000 agriculturists threatened 
w ith destruction. 
If duties could not 
be retained he asked a t least to leave 
th e bounty this year. 
Mr. B oatner (dem , 
La.) said the 
bounty was a legal obligation for this 
year. 
Mr. Reed (rep., Me.) spoke of the 
bill in a sarcastic manner. 
Mr. Wilson 


concluded th e discussion. ’'H e ’ ex­ 
pressed sym pathy w ith the Louisiana 
men, saying he alw ays had believed la 
a revenue tax on sugar, th a t the agri­ 
culturists were welcome to the inci* 
f e s ta l protection therefrom , and he 
stood ready to cooperate w ith his col­ 
leagues in giving a revenue tax. 
The yeas and nays were then ordered. 
The republicans, as stated, joined with 
the dem ocrats in voting for the free 
sugar bill. 
It passed, 276 to ll. 
Those who voted In the negative 
w ere: Messrs. Boatner. Davey. Meyer, 
Ogden, Price and Roberison (dema.* 
La.); 
E verett and Stevens 
( ’.ems., 
Mass.); H arm er and R ayburn (reps., 
Pa.), and Sperry (dem, Conn.). 
This was the larg est affirm ative yea 
and nay vote ever cast in the house of 
representatives. 


P R O C E E D IN G S IN CAUCUS. 


H ow th e D em o cra ts D ecid ed to A ccep t 
th e S en ate R ill. 
W a s h in g t o n , 
Aug. 
14.—Chairman 
H olm an called the dem ocratic caucus 
to order yesterday. 
Chairm an W ilson 
took the floor im m ediately afte r roll 
call and m ade a general statem en t of 
the situation. 
He said each step had 
been pursued w ith an ard en t desire to 
support w ith honor th e desires of the 
house to resist w h at was regarded as 
the unreasonable dem ands of the sen­ 
ate. 
Mr. W ilson took up the con­ 
tested schedules, particu larly sugar, 
coal aud iron ore, and review ed the 
differences in conference on these 
m ain items. 
He took up each propo­ 
sition on sugar and spoke of 
the 
vast 
profits to 
t lie 
s.’.gar 
tru st 
w hich 
w ould resu lt 
from 
many 
of 
these 
propositions. 
He 
did 
no t indulge in the sharp criticism 
th a t was expected on the m otives of 
the senate conferees, 
lie made the 
rem arkable statem en t th a t he had 
been creditably inform ed and believed 
th a t the sugar tru st had, anticipating 
the enactm ent of the senate sugar 
schedule,purchased 6112,000,000 w orth 
of raw sugar, 
lf this was true, he 
said, the profits accruing to the tru st 
from this investm ent in advance of 
the enactm ent of the senate schedule 
w ould be a t least 640,000,000. 
Mr. 
W ilson also pointed out a t length the 
em barrassm ent attending the efforts 
to ad ju st the coal and iron schedules. 
Mr. W ilson closed a t 
11:05 o’clock, 
having talked ju st an hour. 
He con­ 
cluded by saying he had now become 
satisfied it was eith er the senate bill 
or no legislation. 
Mr. M ontgom ery then took the floor 
and su b stan tiated w hat Mr. W ilson 
had said as to the details of the con­ 
ference. 
Speaker Crisp followed Mr. 
M ontgomery. 
He spoke w ith m uch 
sp irit and earnestness, and soon the 
caucus was in a tu m u lt of enthusiasm , 
round afte r round of applause g reet­ 
ing his rem arks. 
He spoke of the 
critical condition and of the a p p are n t 
need to accept the senate bill and then 
if need be to introduce separate bills 
for free sugar, free iron, and free coal. 
Mr. Crisp closed his rem arks by coffer­ 
ing a resolution instructing the house 
c o n fe re e s to recede. 
Mr. McMillin of 
tho conferrees also spoke, indorsing 
Crisp’s position. 
Owing to the lateness of the h o u r a 
rule was adopted 
lim iting fu rth e r 
speeches to five minutes. 
T hen Mr. 
Cochran delivered a vigorous and elo­ 
quent speech against surrendering to 
the senate. 
“ B etter no tariff legisla­ 
tion th an the senate bill,” he said. 
T he previous question was dem anded 
on the Crisp resolution and ordered by 
a vote of 112 to 21. 
The resolution to 
recede was adopted—130 to 26. 
T he 
first p art of the resolution was adopted 
by a rising vote, 130 to 26, and the 
second p art w ithout division. 
The negative vote on the first half 
of the Crisp resolution was as follows:

The resolution of Speaker Crisp as 
adopted was as follows: 
Resolved, 
T h at it is the sense of 
this caucus th a t the order heretofore 
made requesting a conference w ith 
the senate on the disagreeing votes of 
the tw o houses on H. R., 484, be re­ 
scinded; th a t the conferees heretofore 
appointed on th e p art of the house be 
discharged from fu rth er duty in th a t 
behalf, and th a t the house recede from 
its disagreem ent to the senate am end­ 
m ents to said bill and agree to the 
sa ne. 
Resolved, F urther, th a t the house 
shall a t once proceed to the consider­ 
ation of separate bills, 
placing the 
follow ing articles on the free list— 
viz.: 
Sugar in all its form s; iron ore, 
coal and barbed wire. The com m ittee 
on rules is requested to rep o rt an or­ 
der providing for the prom pt consid­ 
eration of such m otion and bills. 
This was adopted by an overw helm ­ 
ing vote, the nays being alm ost in­ 
significant 
R epresentative T ucker of V irginia 
then offered a resolution thanking 
and com m ending the house conferrees 
for th eir loyal service. 
This was 
adopted w ith a shout of approval and 
the caucus adjourned. 


T H E D E B A T E IN T H E HOUSE. 


Biff M en o f B o th S ides H ave T h eir Say 
on th e B ill. 
W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 14.—In anticipa­ 
tion of stirrin g scenes and a lively de­ 
bate the galleries of the house had 
filled up a t noon yesterday and hun­ 
dreds of spectators thronged the cor­ 
ridors anxiously aw aiting an oppor­ 
tu n ity to g et inside. 
There was a 
sudden cessation of the buzzing of 
conversation w hen Speaker Crisp re- 
sun^ed the chair and recognized Catch­ 


i n g of Mississippi, who had risen 
from his chair and was holding alo ft a 
sm all piece of typew ritten m anuscript, 
I t proved to be the much looked for 
order from the com m ittee on rules, 
providing (I) th a t im m ediately after 
the adoption of the order it would be 
in order to consider a resolution dis­ 
charging the house conferrees on the 
tariff bill from the fu rth er duty of 
considering th a t measure, and th a t 
the house recede from its disagree­ 
m ent in gross to the senate am end­ 
m ents to the bill and agree to the 
same; and (2) th a t it shall be in order 
a t any tim e th ereafter to consider bills 
for free coal, free iron, free sugar and 
free barbed wire. 
The resolution a l­ 
low ed two hours’ debate on the tariff 
resolution. 
Mr. Reed for the reDublicansate'-ane 
made th e point of order th a t the tariff 
bill was n o t in possession of the house. 
aud th a t therefore th e action proposed 
in the report could not be taken. 
Ile 
was answ ered for the dem ocrats by 
Judge H enry G. T u rn er of Georgia. 
Then on a rising vote as to the adop­ 
tion of the rule the speaker announced 
the yeas to be 188 and the nays 3. 
in ­ 
stan tly there were cries for a division, 
but before an announcem ent of tellers 
could be form ulated the dem ocratic 
side dem anded a roll-call, w hich w as 
ordered w ithout fu rth e r ceremony. It 
w as a stric t p arty vote th a t resulted, 
w ith the exception of Messrs. Gorman 
of M ichigan and Johnson of Ohio, who 
voted against the 
proposition, 
to ­ 
g ether w ith the Louisiana representa­ 
tives. 
M ost of the populists contented 
them selves w ith being recorded as 
present, b u t Congressm an N ew lands 
of N evada came out flat-footed in the 
negative. 
W hen the tally w as com­ 
pleted the resu lt announced was for 
the passage of the rule, 156 against 97, 
present and not voting, IL 
A fter the vote on the rule had been 
announced 
Specker Crisp le ft the 
chair, p u ttin g in his place Gen. Tracey 
of New York. 
Ile made the an ­ 
nouncem ent, , ‘The m otion now is th a t 
offered by the gentlem an from W est 
V irginia, and it w ill be read by the 
clerk.” 
This m otion was for dis­ 
charging the conferrees and adopting 
the senate 
am endm ents. 
Im m edi­ 
ately Mr. W ilson arose and proceeded 
to open the debate. 
The m ain point 
made in his arg u m en t w as th a t the 
bill, w hile not perfect, or all th a t he 
could wish, was still an im provem ent 
on the M cKinley bill. 
“ Will the pass­ 
age of the bill, in your judgm ents, 
save the country from the fu rth er 
issue of bonds?” asked Mr. Hudson 
i (pop., Kan.), to which Mr. W ilson re­ 
plied: 
“ It may be in the first few 
m onths of the operation of the bill, 
because of this g reat accum ulation of 
raw sugar, 
to w hich 
I 
have 
re­ 
ferred, the revenues of the govern­ 
m ent w ill not be sufficient to m eet 
the expenditures of the governm ent; 
b u t it is my belief, in view o f-|h e 
large am ount of im ported goods in 
bond, and also in view of the fact th a t 
there w ill be 
larg er 
im portations 
w hen the tariff rates are definitely 
know n and fixed, th a t if the necessity 
does not exist to-day it will not exist 
a fte r the passage of this bill. ” 
He 
concluded as follows: 
“The question 
is now raised as to w hether this is a 
governm ent of the American people 
for the Am erican people or a govern­ 
m ent of the sugar tru st for the benefit 
of the sugar trust. 
And this house 
w ill show the people, 
I doubt not, 
w hat its position is on th a t question, 
and the senate will show the people 
its position.” 
Mr. Reed followed 
the dem ocratic 
leader. 
He declared th a t not a single 
point in the bill had any superiority 
over the M cKinley law, nor was it in 
the slightest degree w hat the people 
of the country w anted. 
Ile prophe­ 
sied the dow nfall of the dem ocratic 
party as the resu lt of its action. 
R epresentative McMillin of Tennes­ 
see, 
one of the dem ocratic confer­ 
rees on the p a rt of the house, de­ 
fended the bill,show ing reductions in a 
num ber of articles from the schedules 
, laid dow n in the McKinley law. 
He 
was followed bv R epresentative Bur­ 
rows of Michigan, m em ber of the ways 
and m eans com m ittee. 
He denounced 
the action of the dem ocratic caucus 
as an unconditional 
surrender to 
the senate, 
and 
was 
even 
more 
b itter 
th an 
Mr. 
Reed 
in 
his 
prophesies of calam ity to come. 
Lafe 
Pence, 
the Colorado populist, w as 
given a little tim e by Mr. Wilson. 
He 
expressed doubt as to w hether Presi­ 
d en t Cleveland would finally’ approve 
the bill or n o t 
Bourke Cochran of New York was 
the next speaker. 
He w as b itterly 
and unconditionally opposed to the 
b ill 
The New York orator said he 
had sw allow ed the b itter pill of in­ 
come tax for the sake of securing 
genuine tariff reform, but now found 
th a t w hen the bill was returned from 
th e senate, tariff reform had been left 
o ut and only the income tax remained. 
Mr. Hopkins of Illinois, represent­ 
ing the republicans on the ways and 
m eans com mittee, spoke against the 
m easure. 
R epresentative Johnson of 
Ohio (dem.) referred to the action 
taken as a sham eless surrender and 
declared he would n o t support it. 
T urner of Georgia (dem.) th o u g h t the 
bill 
was 
the 
best 
procurable 
and 
announced 
his 
intention of 
supporting 
it. 
Only 
a 
few 
min­ 
utes of time rem aining for the re p u b ­ 
licans Mr. Reed declined to avail him­ 
self of it, and Mr. 
Crisp began his 
speech. 
He believed th e bill, w ith 
the m easures for free sugar, coal and 
iron ore and barbed wire, passed by 
the house, was the best procurable. 
He concluded: 
“ We believe the ad­ 
journm ent of this congress w ithout 
the passage of some tariff bill would 
be a blow to tariff reform from which 
it w ould n ot recover for years 


ILLINOIS NOT BAD 
AS TOHER CROPS 


HOPEFUL REPORT AS TO TH E 
CONDITIONS. 


The Corn Yield W ill Be Nearly as 
L arge as L ast Y ear—Iow a Som e­ 
w hat Relieved by R ain—Hot and 
Dry in K ansas and Other W estern 
States. 


S p r in g f ie l d , 
IIL, 
Aug. 
14.—The 
state board of agriculture yesterday 
issued the follow ing crop bulletin: 
“The reports received a t the Illinois 
departm ent 
of 
agriculture 
dated 
Aug. I indicate th a t the condition of 
corn a t th a t tim e was encouraging for 
75 per cent of an average yield per 
acre. 
The poorest reports come from 
n o rth ern Illinois, w here the condition 
was but 69 per cent of the average con­ 
dition a t this date and was fourteen 
points below the 1893 condition. 
In 
central Illinois the Aug. I condition 
was favorable for 84 per cent, on an 
average yield per acre three points 
b etter th an in 1893. 
In the southern 
division of the state 73 per cent of an 
average. 
Aug. I the condition was 
reported tw o points below the same 
date last year. 
A lthough the long 
continued drouth has been very disas­ 
trous to corn th e ex tra good condition 
it w as in before the drouth began car­ 
ried it th rough much b etter th an often 
happens, and it is believed the gloomy 
rep o rts in regard to corn have been J 
g reatly exagerated, so far as Illinois : 
is concerned. 
The area devoted to j 
corn 
this 
year—0,705,178 acres—is 
2 85,690 acres larg er th an in 1893 and 
is the largest area reported in Illinois 
since 1689. 
When the increased area 
is taken into consideration it seems 
probable th a t the corn crop in Illinois 
in 1894 will be nearly, if not quite, as 
large as la st year. 


H O T A N D DR Y IN K ANSAS. 


W ea th er B orean 
R ep o rts O nly a L ittle 


P recip ita tio n . 
T opeka, Ivan., Aug. IL —T. B. Je n ­ 
nings, observer of the K ansas w eather 
bureau, yesterday issued the follow ­ 
ing crop and w eather bulletin for the 
week ending Aug. 13: 
“The first days of the week were 
cool, b u t the tem perature rapidly re­ 
turned to its torrid condition and the 
last half of the week has rivaled the 
last week of July in the eastern h alf 
of the state, the week being clear, 
w indless and hot. 
The effects of the 
hot drying w eather have been gener­ 
ally shown by the w hitening blades of 
corn, the w ilting of grapes, the falling 
of apples, and the brow ning of the 
prairies. 
Corn is being generally cu t 
aud shocked. 
Much cf it in the north­ 
ern counties w ill be unm arketable. 
Prairie hay is light, is largely in the 
stack, and is about half a crop. Leaves 
are falling rapidly from the fru it and 
forest trees, and stock neater is g et­ 
ting scarce.” 


H ea v iest R ain fo r M onths in Iow a. 
B o o n e, Iowa, Aug. 14.—The dro u th 
was broken yesterday m orning by a 
three hours’ rain, soaking the ground 
thoroughly*. 
Corn is benefited some­ 
w hat and there is now* hope for good 
fall pasturage.

bill which the caucus action (barring 
the Presidential veto) insures as the 
law of the land in place of the Mc­ 
Kinley* act, 
provides the follow ing 
rates of duty upon the great staples 
which have been the bone of conten­ 
tion: 
All raw sugars 40 per cent ad va­ 
lorem, sugars above No. lo (refined) 
per cent additional, sugars produced 
in bounty-paying countries 1-10 per 
cent additional to these rates. 
Ha­ 
w aiian sugar is still free under the 
reciprocity treaty.
